It is a fact not to be denied that only a small 
part of the crops raised in these five North- 
western States find their way to market. In 
1872, 360,000,000 bushels of corn and wheat were 
raised. One hundred millions were used for 
home-consumption ; and, of the immense sur- 
ptus, but 116,000,000 were shipped from Milwau- 
kee and Chicago; and, making a liberal esti- 
mate for what may have been shipped from other 
piaces, there were 100,000,000 not moved from 
the graparies. And, if two trunk lines had under- 
taken to have moved that grain,-each running 
eigbteen trains a day, with twenty cars to the 
train, nights, and days, and Sundays, with 
no r or delays at the sidings, it would 
have taken them two years and a half to bave 
done it, Corn was worth 80 cents a bushel in 
New York; but the farmer in Iowa was only able 
to get 15 cents, éven after hauling it 20 miles to 
the railroad, and thie was just half its cost to 
him. Fifty cents was thus consumed on every 
bushel, in freig M and storage; and 
it was no Ww r that they unlocked ‘their 
gransries and used the corn for fuel, a8 1 re- 
peatedly saw them do that year. Wheat was 
worth $51 perton; the farmer received $27 at 
the Mississippi. 

These statistics bring up @ question of vital 
interest for the — * the farmers of 
these five States,—lilinois, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, and Wisconsin. They raise a third 
of the entire wheat and corn crops of the United 
States. How can they secure sure and cheap 
transportation? The agitation of this question 
brought the Granger movement to the surface 
three years ago; its object has been to fight the 
railroads and secure cheap rates througli the 
Legislatures. But we have seen that the roads 
are incapable of carrying the immense crops to 
market, were their tariffs never so reasonable. 
The only solution of the much-vexed problem ia 
throvgh the — of ialas naviga- 
tion p the Fox River im- 
provement. The 180 000,000 of une xported 
crops — bos moved by canal fleets and 
barges m a hundred days, and a bushel of wheat 
would be worth to the farmer in Iowa $1.36 by 
water, against 97 cents by rail. There would be 
a saving of 41 cents & bushel on corn. and 
2100, 000, 000 on the whole wheat and corn crops 
of the Northwest in s year. 

But there is enough for both canals and rail- 
roads to do. ‘The latter were very busy in 1872 
in moving 16,000,000 of bushels; And. with the 
improvement of the country, and the expansion 
of the territory, the products of the Nomnwest 
will be greatiy in excess of what they have been

The experience of Miss Swzet, Pension

gallant treatment at the hands of their male 
competitors for office and emolument. Miss 
Burr was appointed to a profitable posi- 
tion only to be mercilessly plucked by 
the tyrant man. She was no match for him, 
and after holding the office of Pension Agent 
for over two years, she finds herself $2,000 
worse off than when she was plain Miss 
Swrer. How she was cheated and drained 
of her rightful salary to pay the debts and 
deficits of her predecessor, Davin BLAKELY, 
under the ropresentation that she could 
neither obtain nor hold the office unless she 
consented to this shameful assessment, can 
best be learned by ber own straightforward 
narrative. She was the daughter of a gal- 
lant soldicr whose memory is honored in 
Chicago, but this conld not avail to protect 
her from the greedy meanness of men who 
professed to be her best friends. Her case is 
one that will gain for her universal sympatiy, 
and for those who cheated her universal con- 
demnation. The least that can be done to 
atone for the wrong is to refund the money 
that has been wrung from her. United States 
Marshal Curt, has already made a proffer 
of this kind, it is to be hoped in good faith, 
and with the full intention of carrying it into 
effect. 


Judge Famwe.u yesterday refused to grant 
an injunction in favor of ex-Assessor Ep 
Puts to prevent W. B. H. Gray from 
taking possession of the assessment books 
for the town of South Chicago. The Judge, 
while declinfng to state whether the action 
of the Town Board in appointing Gray as 
Assessor was legal or not, held that the Board 
in certain cases had such power, and that 
they having exercised it, and having given a 
certificate of appointment to Gray, who had 
entered on his duties, there was no doubt but 
that he had color of office. PIs also 
having acertificate of election, but Gray 
being possessed of the books, and 
having been recognized by the County 
Clerk, the Town Board, and all others whose 
recognition was of any value, could legally 
proceed to act, and his acts would be bind- 
ing on third parties. No one could resist 
payment of a tax on the ground that he was 
not aw officer. Indeed, the Court thought an 
officer would have colorof officeif his position 
was not as good as that of Assessor Gray. 
There was, then, no great damage likely to re- 
sult to the public if an injunction was refused. 
The Court also held that a court of equity 
could not interfere in cases of contested elec- 
tion, but that the proper remedy was by quo 
warranto, or by the usual legal mode 
of contesting an election. This decision will 
of course apply to any similar suit that may 
be brought by Evans or Guxrson, and it is 
not likely that any further proceedings will 
be begun against Gray, as the assessment 
will be completed by the ist of July.

COLLECTING THE PUBLIC REVENUE. 

We have the official announcement that 
during the month of April the public debt 
was reduced $2,751,181, and that during 
the same month the receipts of internal rev- 
enue, as compared with the month of April 
of last year, showed an increase of $3,500,- 
000. It will be seen that, had it not been for 
this increase in internal revenue, there would 
have been a deficiency in the Treasury, in- 
stead of a reduction of the public debt. 

The increase in the receipts from interna] 
revenue, which will be continuous, is due to 
the activity and energy with which that 
branch of the service has been administered 
since the Secretary of the Treasury broke up 
the great whisky conspiracy and the frauds 
in the tobacco business. The internal rev- 
enue service has been always more or less 
corrupt, especially in the collection of rev- 
enue from spirits and tobacco. From 1865 to 
1868, when the tax on spirits was two dollars 
per gallon, the Government was notoriously 
robbed of the greater part of the revenne. 
The then Secretary, Mr. MeCuxLocn, though 
ap able man and an honest man, had a Jess 
perfect system of law, and lacked the 
mental power and nerve to enforce it. 
He was not, moreover, the kind of 
man to grapple such an organization. His 
successor, Mr. BourwrI L., who was a man of 
unquestioned integrity, who had better laws, 
‘reformed the business for a while, but as 
early as 1871 the robbery had been resumed 
ona large scale. Under Mr. Ricuarpsow, 
of course, the Ring did pretty much what 
it pleased. It was not until Mr. Barrow 
succeeded to the office, bringing with him in- 
teltectual vigor, dauntless courage, untiring 
industry, and freedom from all personal and 
political entanglements which would stay the 
hand of justice or seek to screen the guilty, 
that any earnest movement was made for re- 
form. He at once entered upon a thorough 
search into the secret opérations of the 
whisky revenue service, and, one year ago, 
he startled the country by the arrest of 
scores of guilty officers and others, and the 

| capture of as many distilleries and an im- 
mense stock of illicit spirits. It was a bold 
movement, requiring undoubted pluck. It 
was a direct assault upon the strongest ex- 
isting auxiliary of machine politics. It was 
the capture of the Ring’s treasury, through 
which all manner of corruption in politics 
was accomplished. This Whisky Ring was 
powerfal in every sense. It had a cash 
capital of not less than one hundred millions 
of dollars. It included, besides those 
actually engaged as manufacturers, a large 
body of influential politicians, including local 
political leaders, newspaper editors and pro- 
prietors, and a force of Federal officers, all of 
whom were active politicians, and this force 
of Federal officers extended through all the 
Departments of the Government, reaching to 
the very ante-room of the Executive office. 
It bad an immense fund at its disposal. The 
men directly and indirectly engaged in it 
were so many political machines; they made 
iti nominated 


| 


stituted as a political power a force which re- 
quired the utmost courage to attack, to pur- 
su indict, convict, and punish. The 

Kentuckian, who all his life had 
bravely avowed his Abolition and Republican 
principles in the very centre of a slave-holding 
population, was just the man for this emer- 
gency. Ho was satisfied there was fraud, and 
that the Treasury was robbed, and, knowing 
it to be his duty to break up the corrupt eon- 
spiracy aud punish the guilty, he did not 
hesitate in his action. He struck his vigor- 
ous blows without asking who might be 
crushed ; he caught the Federal officers and 
powerful politicians with the plunder in their 
hands ; he purified the legal branch of the 
service, and one hundred and more 
convicts, cither by confession or ver- 
dict, attest how earnestly the work has 
been done. In like manner he broke up the 
fraudulent transactions in tobacco, and up- 
rooted the systematic undervaluations and 
snuggling at the New York Custom-House. 
He, for a time, largely suspended the manu- 
facture of whisky, but he has succeeded in 
having the tax collected. He has furnished 
hundreds of convicts for the courts to pun- 
ish; has made defrauding the revenue dis- 
graceful, dishonorable, and unprofitable. He 
has made the corruptionists disgorge their 
plunder; he has placed honesty where dis- 
honesty once had absolute sway. He has 
broken up the pay department of political 
corruption, and dislocated much of the ma- 
chinery by which State politics have been 
controlled and Congressmen made and kept 
in office. He has done the country a great 
public service, and he has accomplished it in 
the face of the open or indirect oppo- 
sition of all the machine politicians of 
both parties, the President alone giving him 
moral and official support. Were it not 
for these reforms in the collection of rev- 
enue, whereby that which was once lost is 
now collected, it is probable that, in view of 
the falling off in importations, there would 
be now a deficit in the revenue. He has to 
a large extent purified the b h of the 
civil service immediately under his charge, 
and gives the best practical indication of how 
he would carry out that reform under en- 
larged powers. He has in the great work he 
has accomplished stepped heavily upon the 
toes of the conspicuons friends of many 
leading machine politicians, and has thereby 
evoked their bitter enmity. But the great 
mass of the people regard him as the faith- 
ful publio officer, who dared to assail organ- 
ized fraud, and who successfully brought it 
to justice, and who has given direct evidence 
of his fitness for the present time, when offi- 
cial corruption threatens to overwhelm the 
Republic itself. 


YESTERDAY’S PROLETARIAN RIOT. 

The Bohemian and Polish laborers in the 
lumber-yards in the southwest quarter of the 
city were called on by the proprietors to ac- 
cept $1.25 per day instead of $1.50, on ac- 
count of the great depression in business, 
struck, and refused to work at that rate, as 
they had a right to do. But there were 
plenty of Germans, and Irish, and Americans 
destitute of employment who were glad to 
take the vacant places. But this enraged the 
strikers, who demanded $1.75 per day, and, 
under the influence of Communist dema- 
gogues, resolved that the other workmen 
should not be employed, but that they must 
be taken back at advance wages, and they 
proceeled to mob both the workmen and 
the employers. A large proportion of these 
Bohemians had been idle during the winter 
months, as the bulk of the work consists of 
unloading vessels, sorting and pilin lumber. 
Their refusal to work, under these circum- 
stances, and in the present hard times, was a 
folly which only ignorant men would commit, 
since, including their families, some 2,000 or 
3,000 people are dependent on their employ- 
ment at this season of the year. But, since 
they have resorted to violence and an at- 
tempted interference with the right of other 
men to labor at any price they choose to ac- 
cept, it is no longer a question of the policy 
of the strikers, but simply an emergency re- 
quiring the strong arm of authority to sup- 
press quickly and summarily the mob-violence 
incited against it. There isa present truce 
between the strikers and the employers, but 
it has been obtained by a practical abandon- 
ment of work, and the terrorism which the 
strikers sought to establish virtually exists. 
The moral force of this must be broken, and 
the right of free men to free labor established 
beyond the reach of menace. 

The experience of yesterday is a warning 
to the people of Chicago that this city, like 
other large communities, contains the ele- 
ments of European communism which the 
experieuce of the world teaches can only be 
overcome by force. The most summary sup- 


pression will be attended by the least loss of 


life and the smallest destruction of property. 
Whatever private negotiations shall be made 
between the lumber-dealers and their em- 
ployes is a matter for them to arrange as 
they please; but the authorities should be 
prepared to protect the employers and any 
of the men who desire to go to work beyond 
any risk of effective interference. Yester- 
day's riot is sufficient to indicate the desper- 
ate spirit of the strikers. Their attack on 
the police, their driving off the men who 
went to work, and their gutting of 
arm & Co.'s office, are offenses that 
call for the punishment of all the ringlead- 
ers of the riot who can be apprehended, and 
will warrant the firing at, instead of over the 
heads of, any mob that may again assemble 
for the same purpose, If anybody else shall 
be killed or injured, it ought not to be a 
lumber-dealer, nor a man willing to work, 
nor a policeman; all the injury, from this 
on, should be sustained by the rioters. The 
Bohemian who read the riot act to his fel- 
lows, and counseled moderation, is entitled 
to the gratitude of his countrymen, and it is 
to be hoped he may have influence enough to 
prevail over them. But any further demon- 
stration should be met promptly and effi- 
ciently. The First Regiment is equal to the 
dispersement of the mob, were it twice as 
numerous and ten times as desperate. There 
must be no hesitation in calling the regi- 
ment into service, if occasion demands it. 
The people of Chicago cannot lie down quiet- 
ly in their beds when a lawless crowd of 
Communists threaten to fire the lumber dis- 
trict located in the southwestern part of the 
city, and more threatening, as to the spread of 
fire, than any other. Not merely the present 
safety of life and property, but the good re- 
pute of the city, depend upon the complete 
suppression of this outbreak against law and 
right, even at the sacrifice of the lives of 
some of the foolhardy men whose ign orance 
has betrayed them into riot and bloodshed. 
There is a hope that the trouble is over; but 
the slightest appearance of its renewal will 
be u warrant for taking such measures as 
will make this hope a certainty. 
— u 

Messrs. Jewett, Derr & Swerr have given 
a legal opinion to the County Commissioners 
te the effect that township organization in 


other county, in the manner provided by the 
Constitution. ‘They further state that the 
County Commissioners have no discretion in 
the matter, and that, upon receiving the peti- 
tions in the form and number of signers pre- 
scribed by law, it will be their duty to 
submit the question to the people to 
be voted on at the next election. 
The opinion is to the effect that, if 
township organization be abolished, Cook 
County will not fall under the government of 
three Commissioners, as in other counties 
where township organization does not exist, 
but will be governed by the County Board of 
fifteen Commissioners, as now. Having given 
this opinion as to the law, the three legal 
gentlemen earnestly oppose the abolition of 
township organization as ‘“‘ unfortunate and 
ill-timed,” and as a great mistake. They ar- 
gue that the proper remedy is that the voters 
should take a more active part in the elec- 
tions. That bad men are in office is no argu- 
ment, they say, for abolishing the system, 
and they think the interests of the towns 
outlying the city would be seriously injured 
by the change. : 


| A FANGLES§ SERPENT. - 

Among the most conspicuous of the de- 
fenders of the institution of slavery, and most 
virulent in hostility to all who dared oppose 
it,/ was Henry A. Wise, of Virginia. He has 
alteady passed out of men's recollections, 
save of the handful who were part of that 

jatoricall past to which he belongs. gin his 
day none thundered fiercer denunciation of 
tho opponents of slavery; none painted in 
more lurid hues the awful doom that would 
await them and befall the country were it 
molested. He was an orator of the type of 
those days, eloquent in epithets, in reckless, 
illogical assertions vehem reiterated, in 
coarse personalities for which, if called to 
account, he promptly responded with a chal- 
lenge. He was, in short, a representative 
Southern statesman of the school which 
ruled the Republic in that era. If ever he 
is talked about now, it is as men talk 
about other statesmen long gathered to 


i their fathers, and most men would give the 


date of his as at least a dozen years ago. 
Now, however, he suddenly appears like some 
supernatural apparition. The accidental suc- 
ceas of the Democratic party last year has 
resurrected many skeletons, and political 
corpses, and Rie Van Worxies, and among 
them is Hewny A. Wien, who has mysteri- 
ously turned up in Washington as counsel in 
a contested election. Since last he figured 
in earthly matters and was known of men, 
times and men have changed, but he remains 
hot-headed, dogmatic, and venomous, Still 
full of the haughty insolence of the slave- 
driver and the rebellious sentiments of the 
Confederate conspirator against the liberties 
of his country. As might have been ex- 
pected, this old serpent took this his first 
opportunity to display hisold venom, which 
is all the more pitiable in that the serpent 
has lost his fangs and is harmless. In his ar- 
gument he wandered away from his brief to 
assail the Gurte party and its operations 
in Virginia, and in the course of his tirade 
vented his venom likewise upon Mr. Gnus 
in his allusions to Jonw Brown, whose death- 
warrant he signed, and whose death lies at his 
door and seems to weigh upon him like a 
frightful incubus which he cannot shake off. 
Upon this subject the resurrected serpent 
said: 

There was no time between Jonw Brown’s sentence 
and execution Wat, if his friends could have brought 
me the living GrezLer, I would not have exchanged 
Jon Brows for him, and that, ANDREW JacKson- 
like, I would have taken the responsibility ef causing 
him to be hanged in Jom Brown's place, It would 
have been a desirable vicarious offering of the insti- 
gator for the victim of the highest crime. 

The first question which will suggest itself 
to the reader of this rather remarkable U- 
though harmless venom is, Why does he 
| single out Mr. Gunnar, who is dead and 
gone, when Brrouer, and Garrison, and 
Pm, and Fosrzr, and numerous other 
leading Abolitionists of those days, still live ? 
Why does he single out Mr. Gamer for 
hanging, rather than any other man who was 
determined that the infernal system of own- 
ership and traffic in man should cease, and 
had the courage to openly express that 
determination? It would uot have 
been difficult for him to find instances. There 
were millions of these men, and thousands 
of them went directly into the South and ex- 
_ pressed that opinion; and not only expressed 
it, but put it into practical operation, and with 
sword, and gun, and cannon, forever de- 
stroyed the accursed system and emanci- 
pated the black man from that bondage of 
which Wien was the champion. The venom- 
ous utterances of this virulent dotard now 
show that the men who went South and freed 
the black made one nristake in not hanging 
Wise himself. 

This will probably be the last appearance 
at the National Capital of this champion of 
the black era of slawery. At this juncture 
his venom will excite for him neither ani- 
mosity nor contempt, nor even that pity 
which is lower than contempt. It will serve, 
however, to mark the progress that has been 
made in twenty years. As for Wiss himself, 
notwithstanding the promiment part in affairs 
he played before the War, he will find no 
place in history save as the Governor of Vir- 
ginia who signed the death-warrant of Joun 
Brown. While future ages will venerate the 
latter as a hero who gave his life to the liber- 
ty of the slave, they will execrate the former 
as his murderer.

It 
shows very clearly the cruel and bloody charac- 
ter of the Turk when involved in religious com- 
plications, and, as me questions at issue bo- 
tween the Turks aad the Herzegovinian inscy- 
genteare largely of a religious character, the 
bloody denouement of the Salonica riot is a les- 
son which will be heeded by the Great Powers in 
their dealings with Turkey.

[eavenwoutn, May 2.—Your oorrespondent has 
et come into possession ef particulars regarding the 
recent outbreak of Objiricahue Indians in Arizona, 
The outbreak occurred on the morning of the Mu of 
April, the Oret intelligence received of it being the or- 
Nval ot an Indian scout at the Chiricahua Agency, 
who informed the residents that the Chiricahuas had 
gone upon the war-path and kilied the storekecper@at 
Sulphur Springs, some 20 miles west of the Agency, 
and another man named Spence, The storekeeper, 6 
Mr. N. M. Rogers, and Spence were sitting in front of 
the store when the Indians rode up to them and fired, 

was instantly killed, while Spence, although 
and ad fatally wounded, managed to get inside of 
the house and secure a Henry rifle, but before be could 


use it he was a dead man. 
The Indians 


were led by the Chief Pi-on-se-na, and 
his nephew, whose name is not known, end ail 
were literally crazed by liquor, Pi-on-se-na had, just 
before this last , killed his two sisters, while

RAILWAY NEWS, 
THE BATTLE OF THE TRUNKS, 

The vaitie of me —— Weil goes on, though 
there has beeu no vliange in the contest during 
the last few days. Vanderbilt ie determined to 
ge on with the present railroad war until New 
York has regained the business It lost during the 
continuance of the pool. in spite of the pro- 
testations of Soott, Garrett, Jewett, and the 
other Eastern railroad nates, there will be 
no cessation of hostilities until one side or the 
other is completely exhausted. Though Vander- 
built is figbtiog all of bis Easterea rival lives, 
yet his k 18 prinotpallv directed ageinst the 
Grand Trunk Railroad. Ibis road has incurred 
his special enmity for daring to compete with 
his four-track elephant for the Western 
traffic, and refusing to be inveigled into 
the combination. The stubbornness of the 
Grand Trunk in regard to this matter upset ali 
of Vanderbilt's calculations, and, instead of reap- 
ing a big bonanza out of the pool, he was fleeced 
on all sides and lost much of his business. The 
competition of the Grand Trunk diverted much 
of the Northwestern traffic from his lines. while 
Scott and Garrett had full sway in the Sonth- 
west, and thus it came that the grain receipts of 
Boston, Philadelphia. and Baltimore showed a 
large increase, while those of New York decreas- 
ed to the same extent. The latter two railroad 
managers would have gladly seen the combina- 
tion continued, as they did not suffer from the 
competition of the Grand Trunk as did the New 
York Ceptral. Therefore they made another 
effort the other day, and wrote to 
Vanderbilt to make certain concessions to 
the Grand Trunk and get up «a 
new combination. The old Commodore, how- 
ever, had been fooled once, and did not propose 
to be caught in a trap a second time by his wily 
competitors. And, therefore, without @ mo- 
ment’s hesitation, he sent bis reply that he 
meant to fight it ont on the line he 
bad begun if it took him all summer. The war 
has been going on without interruption ever 
since, and freight rates have about reached bot- 
tom figures. Contracts are being made for 
grain from this city to New York at from 15 to 
20 cents per 100 pounds, which is a lower rate 
than bas been made for many vears. 

It was at first hoped that the war would be 
confined to East-bound freights only, but it 
seems that a large reduction in West-bound 
freights will also be made in a few 
days, as the Grand Trunk has already 
taken the offensive in this matter also. 
‘The passenger rates, both East and West. will 
undoubtedly come down in a very few days. 
The Grand Trunk made a reduction in passen- 
ger rates a few days ago, makiug the fare from 
Boston and Portland to Chicago #16, which is a 
reduction of over 88. The same line attempted 
to make à similar reduction from Chicago to 
those points yesterday, but was prevented trom 
doing so, for the time being, by the Michigan 
Central Railroad. This road, as soon 
as the reduction was announced, no- 
tified the Grand Trunk that under 
no consideration would it become a party to 
euch arrangement, claiming that the Grand 
Trunk had no right to make rates from the ter- 
ritory of other hoes. The Michigan Central 
would exact, if such cut was made, ite full pro- 
portion of the agreed rate. At present there is 
a question between the Michigan Central and 
the Grand Trunk as to the making of rates 
from each otber’s territory. Should. however. 
any of tbe Chicago lines seek to reduce rates to 
the East, the Michigao Central will be prompt to 
follow, and in that event will protect the inter- 
este of all its connecting lines.
